Sir, 

The  board  of  visitors  of  the  Virginia  militar}'  institute,  assembled  in  obedience  to 
your  order  in  annual  session  on  the  22d  day  of  June,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  the 
following  report : 

That  the  state  property,  consisting  of  the  ordnance  and  small  arms,  confided  to  the  care 
of  the  Virginia  military  institute,  is  in  good  order  and  preservation,  and  that  the  proficiency 
of  the  cadets  in  the  several  departments,  as  exhibited  by  the  examiaalions  conducted  under 
the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  board,  is  such  as  to  satisfy  us,  that  whilst  on  the  one 
hand  the  professors  have  faithfully  and  diligently  discharged  their  duties,  that  the  cadets,  in 
their  mental,  moral  and  physicial  development,  fully  illustrate  the  excellence  of  the  system 
of  instruction  and  discipline  here  pursued,  and  the  entire  success  of  this  important 
institution. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  your  excellency  will  find  the  merit  roll 
of  the  cadets,  as  ascertained  at  their  examination,  and  will  especially  notice,  as  found  by  ua 
to  be  the  most  distinguished  of  their  respective  classes:

It  will  be  perceived,  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  herewith  submit 
ted,  that  in  coni=equence  of  the  increased  and  increasing  prices  of  all  the  necessaries  o 
life,  the  expenses  of  the  several  dopartment.s.  and  more  especially  the  subsistence  depart 
ment  of  the  institute,  has  been  materially  increased  in  the  last  few  years.  It  has  beei 
satisfactorily  ascertained  that  the  annual  appropriation  of  six  thousand  dollars,  originallj 
transferred  from  the  old  state  guard  to  this  institution,  in  consideration  that  the  same  servic< 
would  be  rendered  to  the  .state  in  the  protection  of  its  property  as  was  allowed  under  th« 
old  system,  in  consequence  of  the  enhanced  price  of  provisions  and  other  necessaries  o 
iife,  has  been  diminished  in  actual  value  more  than  one-half;  and  that  to  bring  up  thii 
appropriation,  charged  as  it  is  with  the  education  and  subsistence  of  32  state  cadets,  to  it 
comparative  value  at  the  time  it  was  made,  that  an  additional  sum  of  five  thousand  dollar 
should  be  added  to  the  annual  appropriation.  This  measure,  just  and  reasonable  in  itself 
and  sustained  by  universal  practice  and  experience,  will  more  especially  commend  itself  t( 
the  consideration  of  your  excellency,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  appropriation  thu 
■wisely  transferred  has  been  the  germ  of  a  noble  institution,  realizing  every  hope  of  it 
founders,  and  inaugurating  a  system  of  education  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  special  de 
mauds  of  the  age  and  the  pressing  wants  and  necessities  of  the  commonwealth.  Tha 
whilst  the  services  rendered  are  ever  increasing  and  expanding,  the  actual  appropriatioi 
has  been  diminished  to  less  than  half  its  value.  If  the  pay  of  tlie  soldier  and  artisan  ha 
been  necessarily  increased  to  meet  the  enhanced  value  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  is  it  no 
equally  proper  that  this  contract  of  the  state  should  be  placed  on  the  same  footing,  an( 
that  the  appropriation  should  be  raised  in  amount  to  that  value  corresponding  to  what  i 
was  when  originally  made  ? 

This  board  feels  that  it  would  not  faithfully  have  discharged  its  duty,  if  it  failed  to  cal 
the  attention  of  your  excellency  to  the  necessity  of  nu  appropriation  from  the  state,  n< 
cessary  to  perfect  the  plan  of  imprnvements  so  wisely  projected  and  faithfully  carried  ou 
to  a  point  now  near  completion.  Whilst  ihe  popularity  and  efficiencj'^  of  the  institute  ar< 
steadily  progressing,  and  its  benign  influences  are  being  so  liberally  diffused  throughou 
the  limits  of  the  commonwealth,  the  want  of  means  to  complete  the  necessary  accommo 
dations  for  the  cadets,  and  the  means  and  appliances  required  in  ministering  to  their  com 
fort,  instruction  and  discipline,  are  cramping  its  energy  and  efficiency,  and  compelling  th< 
board  to  reject  numerous  applications  from  the  youtii  of  our  state  for  admission  into  th< 
institute.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  concentration  of  the  cadets  under  one  roof 
subject  to  the  restraint  and  uniform  inspection  of  their  officers,  dining  at  the  same  table 
&c.  are  essential  to  the  preservation  of  discipline,  and  in  fact  to  the  very  scheme  of  th< 
institution  itself. 

The  west  wing  of  the  barracks  is  still  unfinished,  and  the  rooms  set  apart  for  the  philo 
BOphical  apparatus,  chemical  laboratory  and  other  essential  purposes,  remain  unfinished. 

The  enclosures  of  the  grounds  and  a  proper  grading  of  the  same  demand  immediate  at 
tention — and  in  this  connection  we  would  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  your  excellency 
to  the  propriety,  even  necessity  of  having  a  suitable  and  becoming  iron  railing  to  enclose 
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Iubard''s  beantiru!  bronze  statue  of  Houdon's  Wasliington,  wliicli  the  bounty  of  the  state 
las  conlided  to  the  protection  and  keeping  of  the  Virginia  military  institute. 

The  philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus,  in  the  opinion  of  this  board,  is  totally  inade- 
[uate  to  the  accumulating  and  pressing  demands  upon  it.  The  system  of  instruction  here 
)ursued  in  these  most  important  branches  of  physical  science,  is  unusually  practical,  and 
eeks  to  send  forth  its  clcves  prepared  to  do  and  illustrate  in  practice  all  that  it  teaches  ia 
heory — the  mineralogist  to  work  with  the  hammer  and  blow-pipe;  the  chemist  to  handle 
lis  tests,  and  to  illustrate  his  combinations  and  reactions.  To  place  this  department  in  such 
.  position  as  to  develop  its  ",vhole  utility  and  usefulness  in  the  arts,  but  more  especially  iu 
liat  great  and  glorious  science,  agricultural  chemistry,  whose  importance  needs  no  com- 
nent  at  our  hands,  this  board  would  especially  invoke  the  aid  of  your  excellency  in  recom- 
nending  tlie  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $500  annually,  which  iu  a  few  years  will  place 
ais  department  in  a  position  best  adapted  to  the  growing  wants  of  the  state. 

'  With  this  brief  review  of  the  pressing  wante  of  the  institute,  we  would  respectfully  sug- 
'est  that  an  appropriation  of  $  30,000  be  made  by  the  next  legislature,  as  follows'.

We  have  already  referred  to  the  propriety  of  increasing  the  annual  appropriation  of 
'.  8,000.  by  the  additional  sum  of  $5,000  per  annuni,  so  as  to  render  the  annuity  in  value 
jjual  to  what  it  was  at  the  time  it  was  charged  with  the  services  required.  This  additional 
(Opropriation,  which  commends  itself  as  a  n>ere  act  of  justice,  will  enable  the  board  to 
[Sect  a  purpose  long  designed,  and  which  is  absolutely  necessary — that  is  to  say.  the  reor- 
'anization  of  the  academic  board,  by  establishing  a  separate  and  distinct  professorship, 
nbracing  moral,  mental  and  political  philosophy  and  history,  and  relieving  the  other 
fficers  of  the  institution,  already  sufficiently  burdened,  from  tlie  labors  of  instruction  in 
vcse  branches  of  educa*.ioa,  sufficiently  important  of  themselves  to  engage  and  occupy 
ie  undivided  attentiou  of  one  professor.

[  The  hoard,  in  view  of  the  steadily  increasing  labors  of  the  superintendent,  charged  as 
■3  is  to  a  great  extent  with  tlie  discipline  of  the  institute,  have  deemed  it  pioper,  both  in 
jstice  to  him,  and  that  nothing  may  be  left  undone  to  secure  the  most  complete  instruction 
j  mathematics,  to  establish  an  adjunct  professorship  in  that  department,  and  have  ap- 
pinted  Mr.  Stapleton  Cratchfield,  a  distinguished  graduate  of  the  institute,  and  for  some 
jne  past  a  trained  assistant,  in  every  respect  competent  to  discliarge  the  duties  required  at 
)3  hands.

jThe  board  would  renew  the  recommendation  made,  some  years  ago  by  their  predeces- 

rs,  that  an  accurate  geographical  and  p:eological  map  of   tiie  state  be  commenced,  and 

ould  tender  to  the  state  whatever  aid  this  institution  may  be  able  to  render  in  this  behalf. 

his  work  might  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  by  counties,  and  the  map  lithographed 

id  published  as  the  work  in  each  county  is  completed. 

'It  will  be  perceived,  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  that  a  question  of 
St  importance,  touching  the  policy  of  extending  the  benefit  of  our  peculiar  system  ef 
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instruction,  rendered  more  prominent  as  each  advancing  year  perfects  the  system,  to  othe 
states — more  especially  to  those  allied  to  us  by  similar  institutions  and  similar  interests- 
has  been  prominently  brought  to  our  notice.  The  most  distinctive  feature  of  the  Virgin) 
military  insJiti>te  has  been  t&  extend  its  blessings  alone  to  Virginia  and  Virginia  youtt 
Can  these  same  benefits  be  retained,  enlarged  and  improved,  whilst  at  the  same  time,  wit 
no  niggard  hand  we  scatter  the  blessings  of  this  our  peculiar  educational  system  to  ou 
brsihren  of  other  states,  and  a>alie  this  the  great  ssientijic  and  military  school'  of  the  south 

Public  attention  in  other  states  has  been  drawn  to  this  subject.     The  necessity  for  sue 
au  institution  is  obvious.     We,  from  our  position  and   experience,    occupy   the   vantag 
ground,  and   can   outstrip  all   our  compeers  in   the   race..    All  that  is  required  from  th 
bounty  of  the  state  to  secure  this  great  boon,  is  the  increased  cost  of  instructing  the  add 
tional  cadets  to  be  admitted  from  other  states.     In  every  otiier  respect,  the  institution  wi  ii 
be  self-sustaining,  and  the  necessary  quarters  and  accommodations  can  be  erected  vviihoi  : 
further  cost,  and  perhaps  ultimately  lead  to  a  great  reduction  of  the  charge   upon  the  edi : 
national  fund  of  the  state,  itself.     This  question,  too  important  to    be  hastily  determinec 
will  be  the  subject  of  a  special  report  to  your  excellency   before  the  meeting  of  the  ue 
legislature. 


The  nsual  reports  on  the  subject  of  discipline,  instruction,  subsistence,  &c.  are  herewil 
submitted. 

It  affords  the  board  pleasure  to  report,  that  in  all  its  departments  the  school  is  most  full 
redeeming  the  expectations  of  its  friends,  and  fast  extricating  itself  from  the  prejudices  ( 
its  enemies.  Hence  it  must,  or  soon  will  be  conceded  by  all,  that  the  bounty  of  the  stat 
is  amply  repaid  in  corresponding  blessings.  That  whilst  the  burden  of  its  support  fal 
equally  upon  all,  so  do  its  benefits;  and  that  uhilst  in  peace  the  institute  is  pouring  fort 
her  annual  stream  of  accomplished  teachers  to  fertilize  and  bless  our  native  stale  with  th 
priceless  fruits  of  truth  and  science,  in  time  of  war  she  is  furnishing  a  trained  and  accou 
plisiied  band  of  citizen  soldiers,  prepared  for  every  emergency,  and  to  uphold  her  iutere: 
and  her  honor  through  every  struggle.

The  board  has,  at  its  present  session,  appointed  eight  stat6  cadets  in  addition  to  the 
number  provided  for  by  law.  The  support  of  these  will  be  an  additional  charge  upor 
the  Virginia  military  institute  account;  and  unless  the  next  legislature  should  make  prO' 
vision  for  its  relief,  their  support  will  absorb  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  anc 
leave  it  in  debt  at  the  end  of  the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  board  has  been  induced  to  make  these  appointments,  from  the  large  number  o; 
meritorious  applicants  before  it,  seeking  admission  from  every  part  of  the  state.  The 
number  of  state  students  is  32,  corresponding  with  the  number  of  senatorial  districts  undei 
the  old  constitution  ;  and  your  committee  would  urge  the  board  to  present  to  the  legis 
lature  the  educational  wants  of  the  state,  in  such  alight  as  to  induce  it  to  increase  ihf 
number  of  state  students  to  correspond  with  the  senatorial  arrangement  under  the  new 
constitution.  If  provis-ion  is  not  made  for  an  increase,  the  present  number  (40)  will  have 
to  be  reduced,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board,  to  32,  the  number  for  which  provisioE 
has  been  made.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTRUCTION. 

Unanimously  adopted  July  7,  1857. 


The  undersigned  committee  on  instruction  have  taken  into  consideration  the  subject 
ntrusted  to  their  charge,  as  fully  as  the  circumstances  would  admit,  and  make  the  follow- 
)g  report: 

The  examinations,  just  over,  manifest  an  unusual  proficiency  on  the  part  of  the  cadets, 
ad  are  highly  creditable  as  well  to  the  cadets  as  to  the  able  and  learned  professors  who 
)nducted  them. 

At  the  last  annual  examination  the  board  of  visitors  recommended  and  adopted  a  resolu- 
on  for  extending  the  term  and  increasing  the  studies,  by  adding  a  number  of  new  works 
»  those  previously  studied.  The  term  was  extended  to  five  years,  with  a  view  of  more 
[Fectually  enabling  youths,  who  have  not  had  the  advantages  of  good  primary  schools,  to 
)mpete  fairly  with  those  whose  advantages  were  superior,  and  to  enable  all  the  more 
[fectually  to  avail  themselves  of  all  the  advantages  presented  by  the  school.  This  com- 
littee  are  pleased  to  state  that,  so  far  as  it  has  been  tried,  the  experiment  has  been  success- 
il,  and  promises  to  be  of  great  and  lasting  adya^itage  to  the  institute.

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REPORT  ON  QUARTERMASTERS  DEPARTMENT. 

Unanimously  adopted  July  7,  1857. 


The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  quartermaster's  department  beg  leave  to  pre- 
sent the  following  report: 

They  find  that  the  operations  of  this  department  are  fully  exhibited  by  a  complete  set 
of  books  kept  by  the  quartermaster,  a  summary  of  which  accompanies  his  report.  The 
board  will  find,  upon  examining  statement  (B  1),  that  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  this  de- 
partment, predicated  on  the  cash  value  of  merchandise  on  hand,  is  $  3,767  03.  From  this 
balance  the  estimated  bad  debts  ($2,200)  must  be  deducted,  which  will  leave  only  a  clear 
balance  to  the  credit  of  the  department,  of  $1,567  03.  This  department  was  established  in 
the  year  184],  and  this  balance  is  the  result  of  16  years'  operations,  which  is  an  average 
gain  of  less  than  $100 — an  amount  not  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  such  contingencies  as 
are  likely  to  arise. 

The  reports  of  the  committees  of  past  years  indicate  that  this  department  has  been  con- 
ducted with  great  care,  and  with  special  reference  to  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  cadets; 
and  your  committee  is  satisfied  that  this  department  fully  meets  the  ends  proposed,  and 
shows  the  wisdom  and  policy  of  the  board  in  its  establishment. 

The  existence  of  such  a  department  in  connection  with  the  school,  enables  the  superin- 
tendent effectually  to  control  the  expenses  of  the  cadets,  and  to  protect  them  from  imposi- 
tion in  the  character  and  quality  of  the  goods  supplied.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SlIBSISTEXCE. 

Unanimously  adopted  July  7,  1857. 


The  committee  on  subsistence  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  examiuation  of  this  departmeut  was  entirely  satisfactory,  and  the  stores  of  the  best 
ascription. 

Owing  to  the  unusual  severity  of  the  winter  and  the  lateness  of  the  spring,  it  was  diffi- 
ilt  to  obtain  supplies  in  such  quantities  as  are  necessary  for  such  an  establishment — which, 
jwever,  was  speedily  remedied  as  the  season  advanced. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  commissary  of  subsistence  relative  to  the  comparative 
)st  of  provisions,  at  prices  paid  in  1850  and  1857,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  advance  was 
J  per  cent,  over  1850,  and  13  per  cent,  over  1856,  and  the  monthly  average  of  board 
9  56:|.  As  the  present  rate  of  board  is  $10,  they  would  suggest  an  advance  necessary 
meet  the  absolute  requirements  of  the  department,  to  be  left  to  the  judgment  and 
isdom  of  the  superintendent. 

They  would  again  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  a  new  cooking  range  and  generator, 
lose  now  in  use  being  almost  entirely  unfit  for  service.

This  committee  find  but  Hltle  to  notice  specially  on  the  subject  of  discipline.  They  are 
atified  to  know  that  the  tone  among  the  cadets  in  reference  to  the  practice  of  maltreating 
iW  cadets,  is  generally  giving  way  under  the  joint  influence  of  the  discipline  prescribed 
'  the  board  and  the  simple  views  of  duty  which  have  been  from  time  to  time  presented 
the  cadets.  Most  of  the  cadets  feel  that  the  high  character  of  the  institution  should  not 
!  hazarded  by  a  resort  to  practices  which  are  too  puerile  to  be  allowed  among  the  mem- 
srs  of  snch  an  institution  as  this  is  ;  and  if  any  are  insensible  to  the  claims  of  duty  thus 
•esented,  the  order  of  the  board  is  summary  dismissal  to  every  willful  violator  of  the 
gulations  of  the  institute.

The  particular  attention  of  the  board  is  called  to  the  comparative  statement  of  the  stev 
ard,  showing  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  provisions  as  furnished  now  and  in  1850.  Th 
actual  cost  of  board  to  the  subsistence  department  for  the  month  of  I\Iay  1657,  was  $10  3J 
against  $10  received  from  the  cadet,  while  the  average  monthly  cost  for  the  year  endin 
June  30,  1857,  was  $9  56.    This  sum  is  exclusive  of  the  expense  involved  in  the  wear  an 
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ar  of  furniture  and  of  the  cost  of  permanent  arrangements  in  connection  with  the  mess 
ill.  If  the  present  high  prices  are  likely  to  continue,  it  will  be  impassible  to  maintain  liiis 
parttnent  on  its  present  rates  of  board.

f  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  board  the  eastern  wing  of  the  barracks  has  been  occupied 
\y  the  cadets,  the  heating  and  lighting  arrangements  for  which,  as  well  as  the  furniture, 
living  been  provided  by  the  quartermaster's  department.  It  is  earnestly  pressed  upon  the 
ard  that  means  be  procured  to  pay  the  existing  debt  due  on  the  building  fund  account, 
d  complete  the  barracks.  An  examination  of  the  building  will  slinw  to  the  board  that 
ut  a  small  amount  is  required  to  bring  the  two  wings  of  the  barracks  into  liarmony  with 
le  main  building;  and  as  accommodations  are  contemplated  in  the  western  wing  for  the 
pparatus  of  the  philosophical  department,  and  for  the  models,  drawings.  &.c.  of  the  engi- 
eering  and  drawing  departments,  the  board  will  see  how  much  the  comfort  as  well  as  the 
onvenience  of  the  institution  will  be  promoted  by  the  completion  of  this  work.  A  suite 
f  rooms  in  the  eastern  wing  has  been  reserved  as  a  prayer  hall  for  the  private  and  social 
evotions  of  tiie  cadets.

I  In  the  above  exhibit  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  institute,  it  is  necessary  to  bear  in 
iaind  that  the  "  Virginia  military  insatute  account^'  alone  is  that  upon  which  the  current 
upport  of  the  institute  depends.  The  quartermaster's  department  account  and  the  subsis- 
euce  department  account  embrace  the  operations  of  departments  which  were  organized 
ipon  the  principle  of  being  self  supporting.  Although  they  have  enabled  us  to  provide  for 
nany  necessary  wants  which  the  Virginia  military  institute  fund  did.  not  and  co\ild  not 
neet,  no  charge  out  of  the  legitimate  range  of  these  departments  can  be  imposed  upon 
hem. 

The  treasurer's  report  very  properly  consolidates  the  balances,  on  all  these  accounts,  in 
lis  recapitulation,  as  exhibiting  the  actual  state  of  the  funds  of  the  institute.  The  building 
"und  is  of  course  a  special  fund,  kept  distinct  as  having  reference  to  special  operations  not 
lesigned  to  be  permanent. 

In  examining  the  financial  condition  of  the  institute,  the  board  will  be  enabled  to  see 
that  the  means  provided  by  the  state  for  the  current  support  of  the  institution  have  not 
3een  proportionate  to  the  necessary  charge  for  this  support.  When  the  military  institute 
ivas  organized  in  1839,  its  entire  support  consisted  in  the  sum  of  sir  thousand  dollars  an- 
nuity, which  was  transferred  from  the  support  of  the  old  arsenal  guard  to  the  support  of 
the  corps  of  cadets  then  organized  into  that  guard.  The  law  making  this  transfer  imposed 
upon  this  fund  a  charge  for  the  board  and  tuiiiun  of  the  stale  cadets,  which  gratuity  was 
designed  as  an  equivalent  for  the  service  thus  rendered  the  state  in  their  military  character 
as  a  guard.  At  the  time  this  law  was  passed  the  appropriation  made  was  predicated  upon 
the  then  current  cost  of  supplies;  and  a  comparisou  of  price  then  with  those  of  l!ie  pre- 
sent year,  will  show  that  the  value  of  this  appropriation  has  been  diminished  fully  70  per

cent.  In  other  worJs,  the  sum  of  $6,000,  appropriated  in  1839,  is  not  worth  more  now 
for  the  actual  claims  against  it.  than  $1,800.  The  price  of  flour  has  been  enhanced  ii 
least  100  1  er  cent.  Fresh  meats,  M'hich  were  readily  supplied,  in  1840,  1841.  1842,  at  $  c 
now  cost  from  $7  to  $  10  per  hundred  pounds.  We  are  now  paying  $  10  per  hundrei 
for  beef.  Bacon  has  undergone  a  corresponding  advance,  while  butter,  poultry  and  vege 
tables  have  advanced  from  30  to  50  per  cent.  The  actual  cost  of  the  board  alone  of  32  stat 
cadets,  at  present  prices,  would  absorb  $4,603  of  the  $6,000.  While  this  consideratioi 
makes  the  state  cadet  appointment  the  more  valuable,  it  shows  the  insufficiency  of  th 
means  provided  to  meet  the  proper  charge  upon  the  state  treasury,  while  it  leaves  no  equi " 
valent  for  the  obligation  imposed  upon  the  institution,  which  requires  the  state  cadets  ti 
teach  two  years  after  graduation.  To  bring  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  o ''I 
the  institute  to  the  actual  charge  upon  it  as  a  part  of  the  indispensable  military  organiza 
tion  of  the  state,  an  addition  of  $5,000  should  be  made  to  this  appropriation.  And  thi 
would  only  be  placing  the  cadet  guard  upon  the  same  footing  as  to  support  which  th( 
guard  at  the  armory  receives;  for  under  the  act  of  congress  increasing  the  pay  of  the  sol 
diers  of  tiie  army,  wiih  which  pay  that  of  the  soldiers  at  the  Richmond  armory  was  madi 
to  correspond,  the  rate  of  increase  has  been  made  proportional  to  the  increased  price  o 
living. 

COURSE    OF    INSTRUCTION". 

The  departments  of  instruction,  distributed  by  the  regnhilions  of  the  institute  in  elevei 
distinct  heads,  are  assigned  to  six   profe.ssors,  aided  by  five  assistant  professors,  as  follows 

1.    Department  of  MalJiematks — Col.  F.  H.  Smith,  Professor. 

Instruction  is  given  in  this  department  to  the  2d,  3d,  4th  and  5th  classes,  divided  intc, J 
ten  sections,  each  section  occupying  from  one  hour  to  one  and  a  half  hour  daily.  Th<i 
mathematical  course  is  as  complete  and  extensive  as  that  taught  at  the  United  States  mili 
tary  academy,  and  is  designed  to  cover  the  same  ground.  It  embraces  the  whole  o 
Smith's  Algebra,  Davies'  Legondre's  Geometry,  and  Trigonome'ry :  Davies"  Descriptivt 
Geometry;  Lectures  on  Shades,  Shadows  and  Perspective;  Smith's  Bioi's  Analytica 
Geometry;  Davies'  Surveying,  with  Practice  in  the  Field,  and  Courtenay's  Differential] 
and  Integral  Calculi.  In  this  department  the  professor  lias  been  assisted  until  the  1st  o 
January  by  Capt.  L.  B.  Williams,  and  for  the  whole  year  by  Copt.  S.  Crutchfield,  and  bj 
Lieut.  W.  T.  Patton,  and  for  a  part  of  the  year  by  Cadet  ftlcDonald  of  the  2d  class.  Thi 
3d  class  liiis  this  year  drawn  the  problems  of  descriptive  geometry  by  a  scale,  in  additioi 
to  drawing  the  usual  problems  in  shades,  shadows  and  perspective.  The  department  o 
moral  philosophy  and  history  was  also  assigned  to  this  department  by  the  board  of  visitor; 
in  June  la«t.  The  Isl  class  has  accordingly  been  instructed  in  Paley's  Moral  Philosophy 
with  references  to  Bishop  Butler's  Sermons  on  Human  Nature,  and  the  class  has  alsf 
studied  Dew's  Essay  on  Slavery.  It  was  found  impracticable  to  take  up  Dew's  Lectures 
on  History;  but  this  course  will  be  pursued  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  with  convenience 

Considering  the  importance  of  this  department,  the  superintendent  would  earnestly  re< 
commend  the  appointment  of  a  professor  of  moral  philosophy  and  history  as  soon  as  the 
means  of  the  institute  will  justify  it,  while  the  appointment  of  an  adjunct  professor  o; 
mathematics,  so  often  contemplated  by  the  board,  and  so  nrgenlly  required  by  the  wants  oi 
the  institiuioii,  should  not  be  delayed  be}  oiid  the  time  necessary  to  provide  for  the  suppori 
of  such  an  officer. 

The  first  class  has  also  recited  every  Sabbalh  on  IMcIlvaine's  Evidences  of  Cbristianitji 
and  the  Bible,  and  the  second  class  on  the  Bible,  to  the  professor  in  charge  of  the  mathe* 
matical  department. 
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2.  Department  of  English  and  Latin — Major  J.  T.  L.  Preston,  Professor. 

Tnstruclion  is  given  in  this  department  to  the  first  class  in  rhetoric,  English  grammar, 
igic,  and  mental  philosophy  and  constitutional  law,  divided  into  two  sections,  reciting  one 
our  each,  daily,  and  to  the  second  and  third  classes  in  Latin  for  the  whole  year,  and  to  the 
•nrth  class  in  Latin  since  the  January  examination,  these  classes  being  divided  into  ten 
jctions,  each  section  reciting  daily  one  hour.  The  professor  has  been  assisted  by  Lieut. 
tanard,  and  by  Cadets  M.  and  C  McDonald.  The  course  of  the  first  class  embraces 
ilair's  and  Whately's  Rhetoric,  Whately's  Logic,  Wayland's  Intellectual  Philosophy, 
Upshur's  View  of  the  U.  S.  Constitution,  and  Lectures  by  the  professor. 

The  first  section  in  Latin,  second  class,  has  read  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Histories 
f  Tacitus,  Horace  to  the  Satires,  and  a  few  select  satires,  and  Delloway's  Terence.  The 
'iscond  section,  second  class,  Latin,  composed  of  those  who  never  studied  Latin  before, 
ave  read  Caesar,  Virgil,  Cicero  and  Arnold's  first  and  second  Latin  books.  The  third 
lass  has  read  the  usual  course.  The  fourth  class  commenced  Latin  in  April — and  the  ad- 
antage  thus  gained  by  introducing  Latin  into  the  course  of  the  first  year  will,  it  is  hoped, 
pateriaily  benefit  those  who  begin  this  language  at  the  institute. 

3.  Department  of  Engineering,  Architecture,  Draicing  and  Geography — Major  T.  H. 
Villiainson,  Professor. 

Instruction  is  given  to  the  first  class  in  engineering,  &c.  every  other  day,  by  recitations 
f  one  to  two  sections.  Semiweekly  drawing  lessons  are  given  to  the  second  class,  of  two 
lours  each,  and  triweekly  drawing  lessons  to  the  third  class,  of  two  hours  each,  since  1st 
fanuary.  The  fourth  class  recites  on  geography  daily  until  the  1st  January.  In  military 
engineering,  the  course  embraces  the  whole  of  Mahan's  Field  Fortifications.  Instruction 
3  also  given  in  civil  engineering  and  architecture  from  the  printed  lectures  of  the  pro- 
essor,  accompanied  by  the  usual  practice  in  linear  drawings  by  the  class.  In  geography, 
iVTitchell's  Modern  Geography  is  used,  and  the  class  is  daily  practiced  in  drawing  maps  ou 
ihe  black  board.  Drawing  embraces  pen  and  colored  topography,  and  the  varieties  of  linear 
Irawing  and  landscape  drawing  in  pencil. 

4.  Department  of  Chemistry,  Geology,  Mineralogy,  Ss'c. — Major  Wm.  Gilham,  Professor. 

Instruction  is  given  to  the  first  class  in  infantry  tactics  by  triweekly  recitations  to  the  1st 
lanuary,  and  in  geology  and  mineralogy  and  scientific  agriculture,  in  the  same  order,  since 
|lst  January.  The  second  class  has  also  been  instructed  in  chemistry,  divided  into  two 
sections,  reciting  one  hour  each  every  other  day. 

!  The  textbooks  in  this  department  are  Dana's  Mineralogy,  Adams  and  Gray's  Geology, 
iNorton's  Elements  of  Scientific  Agriculture  and  Johnston's  Turner's  Chemistry,  Scott's 
Infantry  Tactics,  in  3  volumes,  and  tlardie's  Tactics  for  Light  Infantry  and  Rifles,  in  2 
volumes.  The  whole  of  these  texts  or  their  equivalents  in  lectures  have  been  prosecuted 
iby  the  respective  classes.  The  course  of  practical  instruction  in  mineralogy  and  chemistry, 
contemplated  for  this  department,  and  for  which  such  ample  provision  has  been  made  in 
the  extensive  suite  of  rooms  for  laboratorical  exercises,  has  been  commenced  this  year 
with  entire  success.  Should  this  department  only  have  the  means  allowed  it  which  it  re- 
quires, and  they  are  limited,  it  will  supply  a  grade  of  practical  instruction  in  this  field  of 
physical  research,  not  inferior  to  any  in  the  United  Stales. 
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5.  Department   of   Natural  and   Experimental   Philosophy— Major    Thomas  J.  Jackson^ 
Professor.  ' 

( 

Instruction  is  given  to  the  first  class  in  two  sections,  by  daily  recitations  of  one  and  a  hai: ' 
hour  each,  and  to  the  second  class,  divided  in  like  manner— the  first  class  occupying  the  ' 
entire  lime  allotted  to  this  course  before  the  1st  January,  and  about  three  months  since  the 
1st  January,  and  the  second  class  in  daily  recitations  since  1st  January.  ' 

)! 

The  second  class  commences  and  concludes  Bartlett's  Analytical  Mechanics,  and  com- 
mences Bartlett's  Optics.  The  first  class,  after  reviewing  and  completing  Bartlett's  Ana. 
lytical  Mechanics,  commences  and  completes  Bartlett's  Optics  and  Acoustics  and  Bartlett's 
Astronomy.  To  this  professor  is  also  assigned  the  duty  of  instructor  of  artillery.  The 
instruction  embraces,  besides  practical  exercises  in  the  field,  recitations  by  the  first  class  in 
Kinsbury  artillery  and  artillery  tactics  by  a  board  of  army  officers. 

A  room  having  been  provided  for  the  apparatus  of  this  department,  although  not  quite 
completed,  the  experimental  illustrations  h  ive  been  commenced,  and  will  hereafter  be  made 
more  full  and  complete. 

6.  Department  of  French  Language — Maj.  R.  E.  Colston,  Professor. 

Instruction  is  given  in  French  to  the  3d  class,  divided  into  three  sections,  reciting  daily 
one  hour  each,  and  to  four  sections  of  the  4th  class,  reciting  in  the  like  manner.  In  the 
4th  class  an  introductory  course  of  English  grammar  is  conducted  by  the  professor,  with 
the  assistance  of  Lt.  E.  V.  Bargamin. 

The  classes  have  read:  The  4ih  class,  part  of  Gil  Bias.  They  have  used  Pinney's  Boofe 
of  Phrases  and  Bolmar's  Grammar.  The  3d  class  has  read  Picot's  No.  5  and  No.  7,  an3 
have  used  Noel  and  Chapsal's  Grammar.  Bible  instruction  has  been  given  each  Sabbath  tc 
the  3d  class,  by  Maj.  Preston,  and  to  the  4th  and  5th  classes,  by  iMaj.  Gilham. 

Exercises  in  composition  and  declamation  by  the  3d,  4th  and  5lh  classes,  and  by  the  2d 
class,  in  original  speeches,  have  been  kept  up  by  a  distribution  of  labor  among  some  of  the 
members  of  the  academic  board. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  character  and  extent  of  the  above  course  of  instruction,  in 
connection  with  the  peculiar  system  of  discipline  associated  with  it,  suggests  many  important 
and  distinctive  advantages  resulting  to  the  state  from  this  institution: 

1.  A  provision  is  here  made  for  a  thoroughly  educated  class  of  military  men. — It  is  impos- 
sible  fully  to  estimate  the  advantages  of  such  a  provision.  The  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  art  of  war,  and  in  the  branches  of  military  tactics,  which  the  recent  contests  in 
the  Crimea  have  developed,  call  for  a  very  different  grade  of  instruction  for  our  military,' 
officers  than  that  existing  20  or  30  years  ago.  For  any  and  every  emergency  to  which  the; 
state  may  be  called,  the  graduates  and  cadets  of  this  institution  are  supplied  with  a  thorough, 
scientific  and  practical  course  of  military  instruction,  which  places  this  commonwealth,  in 
this  respect,  and  at  this  time,  in  a  letter  condition  of  military  defence  than  can  possibly  exist 
in  any  state  of  this  Union.  And  with  this  complete  equipment  of  mental  and  physical 
training,  there  is  associated  a  willing  heart,  devoted  to  the  services  of  Virginia,  the  commoa! 
mother  of  us  all. 

2.  In  its  character  as  a  normal  institution,  a  provision  is  made  for  a  supply  of  a  class  of 
thoroughly  trained  teachers  in  the  various  departments  of  instruction  appropriate  to  their  course. 
No  want  was  more  sensibly  felt  by  the  great  cause  of  education  than  that  of  a  supply  of 
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iorougUy  trained  native  teachers,  especially  in  tlie  scientific  branches  of  instrnciion.  Bizt 
3\v  of  our  Virginia  youth  liad  devoted  their  talents  and  labors  to  this  iniporlant  field  of 
sefulness,  when  the  law  of  the  state  imposed  a  normal  character  upon  this  school.  This 
istitntion  has  sent  out  nearly  150  teachers  into  the  schools  and  academies  of  the  state. 
'hese  teachers  have  been  peculiarly  trained  for  their  work.  Their  military  education  has 
light  them  the  necessity  of  discipline,  of  the  study  of  character — of  government — while 
heir  system  of  daily  training  in  the  class  room  in  small  sections,  has  familiarized  them  with 
he  habit  of  explaining  difficulties  to  the  professor,  which  they  readily  transfer  to  the 
nstruction  of  their  pupils.  A  great  work  has  been  done,  and  is  still  going  on,  through  the 
irovision  thus  made  for  supplying  the  schools  of  our  state  with  teachers. 

3.  Through  its  peculiar  course  of  engineering  and  drawing,  provision  is  made  for  a 
upply  to  the  state  of  a  well  qualified  corps  of  civil  engineers. — In  this  respect  as  well  as  in 
hat  first  mentioned,  the  public  advantage  is  not  only  great,  but  it  is  peculiar.  No  other 
nstitution  of  the  state  professes  to  give  the  instruction  demanded  for  all  the  requirements 
f  a  civil  engineer,  and  the  various  internal  improvements  of  the  state  have  fell  the  benefits 
esulting  from  such  a  provision.  Not  less  than  50  of  our  graduates  have  been  employed 
t  various  times  on  these  works  in  Virginia,  one  of  lliera  being  at  this  time  the  chief  engi- 
leer  of  the  Norfolk  and  Petersburg  rail  road.  Many  others  are  employed  in  the  same  kind 
)f  service  abroad:  Mr.  Alfred  L.  Rives,  by  the  United  States  government,  in  the  prelimi- 
lary  surveys  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  Poiomac  at  Washington — a  work 
ivhich  he  has  discharged  wiih  great  credit  to  himself  and  to  the  institute.  Mr.  R.  E.  Rodea 
iccupies  a  distinguished  post  in  Alabama.  IMr.  J.  G.  Meein  is  connected  with  the  impor- 
ant  work  which  Col.  Garnett  is  superintending  in  Brazil — while  others  are  gaining  distinc- 
iion  for  themselves  in  various  works  of  internal  improvement  elsewhere.  The  public 
svorks  of  Virginia  are  still  unfinished,  and  her  immense  resources  have  to  be  developed  to 
place  her  in  that  position  of  independence  to  which  she  is  so  justly  entitled.  Whenever  it 
shall  be  the  pleasure  of  the  state  to  continue  and  complete  those  already  begun,  or  under- 
take others,  the  graduates  of  this  school  will  constitute  the  chief  part  of  the  corps  of  engi- 
neers to  discharge  this  duty.  In  this  connection.  I  cannot  but  hope  that  the  day  is  not  dis- 
tant, when  the  special  work  which  I  have  so  ofien  recommended,  of  an  accurate  geo- 
graphical map  of  this  state,  may  be  also  assigned  to  this  institution. 

4.  Through  its  peculiar  organization  as  a  scientific  institution,  special  provision  is  made 
to  promote  the  important  interests  of  agriculture  in  rirginia. — The  mission  of  this  institu- 
tion in  this  important  field  of  physical  research,  has  always  fully  inipressed  the  minds  of 
our  various  boards  of  visitors,  and  the  arrangements  which  they  have  aiuhorized  and 
directed  have  corresponded  with  the  importance  of  the  duty.  The  department  of  agricul- 
tural chemistry,  through  its  professor,  has  also  directed  its  full  energies  to  a  development  of 
the  course  of  instruction,  practical  as  well  as  theoretical,  in  harmony  with  these  views,  and 
it  is  a  gratifying  encouragement  to  the  professor  and  to  the  institute,  that  these  labors  have 
been  appreciated  by  the  agriculturists  of  Virginia.  Indeed,  this  department  has  received 
from  the  pen  of  Edmund  Ruffin,  Esq.  a  compliment  for  its  researches  into  the  qualities  of 
the  marls  of  eastern  Virginia,  which  is  the  more  valuable  to  it,  and  to  the  institution,  from 
the  distinguished  source  from  which  it  emanates. 

IMr.  Ruffin  thus  speaks  of  the  analysis  of  Maj.  Gilhain,  in  the  June  No.  of  the  Southern 
Planter  for  1852 : 

"The  foregoing  report  of  the  constituent  parts  of  certain  marls  of  peculiar  qualities,  is 
a  valuable  addition  to  the  before  existing  information  on  this  subject.  We  believe  that 
this  is  the  first,  and  so  far,  the  only  aid  of  this  hind  rendered  by  a  scientific  investigator 
to  the  agricultural  laborers  in  this  department  in  Virginia.  And  this  total  withholding  of 
aid  from  chemical  science  has  not  been  for  want  of  long  and  full  notice  that  such  aid 
was  needed." 
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Besides  its  labors  in  this  field  of  research,  the  soils  of  the  Valley  of  Virginia  have  beei 
carefully  explored — and  more  recently  the  attention  of  agriculturists  has  been  called  ti 
the  frauds  perpetrated  by  the  excessive  charges  for  artificial  fertilizers,  especially  in  thi 
superphosphates,  sonae  of  which  have  been  shown  to  be  utterly  worthless  as  fertilizing 
agents;  and  the  energies  of  this  department  in  this  important  field  are  just  developing' 
With  the  mind  and  energy  of  our  graduates  directed  to  this  sphere  of  investigation,  wt' 
have  an  agricultural  school  for  the  state,  the  influence  of  which  will  be  felt  through  everj 
part  of  the  commonwealth. 

5.  Through  its  peculiar  organization  as  a  scientific  institution,  general  provision  is  als( 
onade  for  the  development  of  the  manufacturing,  commercial  and  mechanical  interests  of  tht 
state. — Here  is  a  sphere  of  usefulness  which  our  state  has  hitherto  too  much  neglected 
and  which,  happily  for  its  prosperity,  seems  now  likely  to  make  a  prime  element  in  its' 
onward  progress. 

Virginia  is  now  seeking  commercial  facilities  by  a  direct  trade  with  Europe.  To  niain-i 
tain  this  enterprise,  the  energy  of  mind  as  well  as  labor  must  be  brought  to  develop  hei 
mineral  wealth,  and  when  developed,  to  mould  it  in  the  implements  needed  for  the  wants 
of  such  a  commonwealth  as  ours.  Here  is  an  immense  field  calling  for  the  educated  niindl 
of  a  class  of  our  people,  whose  strong  arms  have  only  to  be  properly  directed  by  the  lights' 
of  knowledge,  to  produce  for  Virginia  a  Fulton  or  Norris,  an  Arkwright  or  a  Morse. 

I 

6.  And  finally,  in  the  general  character  of  its  course  of  studies  and  discipline,  it  is  pre-| 
senting  advantages  to  the  professional  man,  whether  in  divinity,  law  or  medicine,  wliichi 
the  state  will  acknowledge  in  the  influence  exerted  by  those  who  have  gone  from  thisi 
school  into  these  professions.  It  is  no  unimportant  matter  to  have  the  mind  of  the  pro-j 
fessional  student  fully  trained  to  habits  of  deep  analysis.  It  is  a  great  gain  to  the  lawyer, 
physician  or  divine,  that  he  be  early  disciplined  to  habits  of  self-control,  method  and 
system;  and  these  incidental  benefits  of  this  institution  constitute  no  unimportant  part  of 
the  public  benefit  which  it  is  now  rendering  to  the  commonwealth.  To  these  special  and 
general  public  advantages  the  military  institute  presents  a  security  to  the  personal  bodily 
health  of  the  student  in  the  development  of  the  physical  frame  through  its  military  exer- 
cises, which  is  a  most  important  consideration  to  all,  and  especially  to  those  of  delicate 
constitutions.  Although  the  exercises  of  the  institution  have  never  been  suspended  for  a 
day  since  its  first  organization  in  1839,  only  five  deaths  have  occurred  among  the  cadets  in 
the  period  of  18  years.  The  examination  of  the  corps  of  cadets,  at  any  time,  will  present 
a  body  of  young  men  of  well  developed  physical  frames  and  of  healthful  glow,  which 
presents  a  striking  contrast  with  tiie  hollow  chest  and  pallid  cheek  of  the  student  who 
lacks  the  opportunity  or  the  incentive  to  healthful  exercise  in  the  open  air.  A  healthful 
body  in  a  healthful  mind  is  a  great  disideratum  in  education,  and  it  is  happily  secured  here 
by  the  regular  military  exercises  of  the  institution. 

And  finally — the  military  discipline  of  the  institution  gives  protection  and  efficiency  to  the 
peculiar  institutions  of  the  state  and  of  the  south.  Slavery  is  a  material  element  of  south- 
ern power  and  southern  polity;  and  to  rightly  defend  and  direct  it,  constitut3s  an  important 
duty  on  the  part  of  those  who  form  the  mind  and  habits  of  our  southern  youth.  There  is 
no  labor  so  profitable,  none  so  free  from  pernicious  influences  to  society,  as  slave  labor. 
Military  institutions,  by  the  order  and  system  and  responsibility  which  their  discipline  en- 
courages, discharge  a  most  important  function  in  these  respects.  And  in  the  enumeration 
of  these  benefits,  none  are  more  decided  or  more  worthy  of  consideration  than  those  which 
result  from  the  discipline  of  these  schools  in  promoting  the  material  comfort  and  well  being 
of  the  slave  himself  The  various  advantages  which  I  have  thus  enumerated  have  been 
fully  appreciated  by  the  state,  as  has  been  exhibited  hy  the  popularity  which  the  institute 
enjoys,  and  by  the  patronage  which  has  been  so  liberally  extended  to  it.  The  establishment 
of  the  military  institute,  with  its  peculiar  system  of  instruction  and  discipline,  seemed  to 
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aeet  a  want  which  had  not  only  been  felt  by  the  state,  but  by  the  whole  south,  and  it  hag 
1  consequence  attracted  the  attention  of  many  who  have  not  failed  to  commend  it3  system 
)  the  general  imitation  of  the  people  of  the  south.  The  governors  of  Maryland,  North 
i'arolina  and  Missouri  have  specially  directed  the  attention  of  the  legislatures  of  those 
;ate3  to  the  advantages  of  such  institutions,  and  have  recommended  the  organization  of  a 
'ate  military  institute,  like  that  established  by  Virginia,  and  in  harmony  with  the  policy  of 
lany  southern  and  western  states.  These  recommendations  have  had  the  effect  to  direct 
becial  attention  to  the  Virginia  military  institute  on  the  part  of  citizens  of  other  states,  not 
nly  for  information  with  respect  to  its  organization  and  government,  but  for  admission  as 
adets.  During  the  past  year  numerous  applications  were  received  from  North  Carolma, 
reorgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Texas  and  Tennessee,  all  of  which 
/ere  necessarily  discouraged,  as  inconsistent  with  the  established  character  of  the  institute, 
,nd  impossible,  from  the  inability  of  the  institute  to  accommodate  and  instruct  them.  This 
ecnliar  position  of  the  institute,  however,  rendered  more  prominent  each  year,  as  its  sys- 
3m  is  perfected,  and  its  reputation  extends,  suggests  the  enquiry  whether  it  may  not  be  the 
aterest  as  well  as  the  duty  of  the  state  to  give  such  a  direction  to  the  institute  as  shall  make 
t  the  great  scientijic  school  of  the  south.  Such  a  destiny  for  the  institution  has  more  than 
ince  been  contemplated  by  the  board  of  visitors.  In  their  annual  report  of  July  1850, 
:;ol.  P.  St.  George  Cocke,  president  of  the  board,  uses  the  following  language : 

"  The  Virginia  military  institute  is  at  present  the  only  school  in  the  whole  south  in  which 
he  physical  sciences  are  exclusively,  and  to  a  large  extent,  thoroughly  tanght.  It  is 
carcely  possible  that  in  this  country  of  progress,  and  in  this  age  of  physical  progress,  such 
I  school  will  not  at  all  times  be  crowded,  and  absolutely  be  forced  upward  and  onward,  by 
he  wants  and  the  tastes  of  the  whole  state,  until  it  shall  become  the  great  school  of  the 
)hy5ical  sciences,  where  our  young  men  will  study  nature  in  all  her  infinite  and  immutable 
aws;  and  whence  they  will  come  out  learned  in  science,  skillful  in  practice,  with  power 
0  wield  all  the  laws  of  nature  in  behalf  of  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  progress  of 
heir  country." 

The  "  upward  and  onward"  progress  of  the  military  institute  has  been  in  harmony  with 
these  anticipations,  and  it  has  reached  a  point  when  it  is  for  those  controlling  its  destinies 
:o  determine  whether  it  shall  not  take  the  position  for  the  whole  south,  which  circumstances 
;o  plainly  mark  out.  Within  the  last  year  an  application  has  been  made  to  the  congress 
)f  the  United  States  for  the  establishment  in  Tennessee  of  a  military  academy  similar  to 
hat  at  West  Point.  Although  the  application  was  not  favorably  responded  to  by  congress, 
t  received  a  strong  vote,  and  exhibits  not  only  the  growing  spirit  favoring  such  a  range  of 
itudies  as  is  embraced  in  the  cou/se  of  such  a  school,  but  also  the  demand  for  such  an 
nstitution  in  the  south. 

Virginia,  through  her  university,  occupies  a  proud  distinction  in  supplying  to  the  south 
he  advantages  of  a  high  grade  of  professional  education,  and  facilities  for  extending  and 
jompleting,  under  a  most  liberal  system,  the  academic  course.  She  may,  through  her 
military  institute,  be  the  instrument  of  advancing  the  progress  of  scientific  education  in 
he  south,  and  thus,  through  her  two  educational  institutions,  wield  an  influence  over  the 
mind  of  the  country,  which  would  add  materially  to  her  weight  in  the  councils  of  the 
nation. 

The  entire  subject  is  one  of  grave  importance,  and  will  command,  as  it  will  no  doubt 
jreceive,  the  mature  consideration  of  the  board. 

DONATION    OF    BOOKS    TO    THE    LIBRARY. 

I  have  received  during  the  past  year  a  valuable  donation  to  our  library,  by  A.  F.  Cabell, 
Esq.    These  books  constitute  a  portion  of  the  library  of  the  late  and  lamented  Joseph  C. 
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Cabell,  Esq.  and  embrace  such  works  as  relate  to  the  department  of  civil  engineering,  and 
were  the  works  doubtless  Avhich  were  freely  consulted  by  Mr.  Cabell,  and  furnished  him 
with  that  profound  learning  which  made  him  so  conspicuous  and  distinguished  an  ornamen; 
in  the  councils  of  the  state,  and  so  valuable  a  public  officer  in  his  presidency  over  the 
James  river  and  Kanawha  canal.     The  letter  of  Mr.  Cabell  accompanies  this  report. 

SUPPLY    OF   WATER    TO    THE    INSTITUTE. 

In  my  last  January  report  to  the  board  of  visitors,  I  called  the  attention  of  the  board  to 
the  necessity  of  making  a  more  satisfactory  arrangement  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
institute.  The  circuit  superior  court  of  Rockbridge,  at  its  fall  term,  rendered  an  opinion 
on  the  question  pending  between  the  town  of  Lexington  and  the  institute,  on  the  water 
right  held  in  common  by  them  and  Washington  college.  Not  being  able  to  obtain  a  copy 
of  this  opinion  in  time  for  the  January  report,  it  is  herewith  presented  for  the  consideration 
of  the  board.  I  think  it  is  pretty  well  ascertained  by  all  the  parties  that  the  deficiency  in 
the  supply  of  water  is  to  be  traced  to  a  material  deficiency  in  the  source  of  this  supply. 
The  springs  which  constitute  the  joint  property  have  materially  declined  in  their  supply, 
from  the  protiacted  seasons  of  drought  which  have  prevailed  through  the  Valley  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  it  is  feared  that  they  w'ill  never  fully  recover  what  has  been  lost.  As  the  institute 
depends  upon  an  abundant  supply  of  water,  not  merely  for  drinking,  washing  and  culinary 
purposes,  but  for  its  heathig  and  lighting  arrangements,  it  becomes  indispensable  to  make^ 
immediate  provision  to  meet  these  various  demands.  Special  attention  is  therefore  directed 
not  only  to  the  want,  but  to  the  mode  and  means  of  meeting  it.  My  own  opinion  is,  that 
the  most  certain  and  permanent  source  is  to  be  found  in  the  North  river.  A  reservoir  to 
hold  say  100,000  gallons  might  be  built  on  the  range  of  hill  immediately  in  rear  of  the  insli- 
tute,  which  would  afford  a  full  head  for  all  the  parts  of  the  institute,  and  be  convenient  for 
protection  and  repair,  should  accidents  occur.  This  reservoir  might  be  filled  by  a  pump 
Vv'orked  by  water  power,  erected  at  the  river,  either  in  connection  with  one  of  the  gristmills 
located  near  the  institute,  or  an  independent  power  under  the  control  of  the  institute.  It 
is  possible  the  authorities  of  Lexington  might  unite  with  the  institute  in  applying  this 
power,  each  having  a  separate  and  independent  reservoir.  By  this  union  of  eiTurt,  the 
expense  of  the  arrangement  would  be  materially  lessened.  I  should  estimate  the  expenses 
of  building  the  reservoir,  making  the  connections  therewith  by  iron  pipes^  and  the  erection 
of  the  pump,  at  about  $6,000. 

This  necessity,  together  with  those  which  I  have  before  enumerated,  and  that  which 
arises  for  the  purposes  of  fencing  in,  leveling  and  ornamenting  the  public  grounds,  may 
be  summed  up  as  follows: 

Debt  due  on  building  fund,  say               -                    -                    ...  30,000 

Water  supply,                       .....  6,000 

Fencing  in  and  ornamenting  grounds,                       -                    -                    .  3,000

$  25.000 

This  sum  will  meet  the  present  wants  of  the  institute,  and  relieve  us  from  debt,  while  an 
increase  in  the  annuity  of  $5,000,  made  necessary  by  the  enhanced  price  of  provisions, 
will  enable  us  to  sustain  the  state  cadets,  and  admit  one  from  each  of  the  fifty  senatorial 
districts. 

This  year  closes  eighteen  years  of  the  history  of  this  institution.  Some  of  those,  your 
predecessors,  whose  counsels  and  labors  gave  direction  to  the  destiny  of  the  institute,  have 
passed  away — some  have  been  called  to  other  spheres  of  usefulness,  while  one  only  re- 
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lains,  to  aid,  by  his  wisdom  and  by  his  judgment,  in  promoting  the  interests  of  an  iiisti- 
Ition  to  which  he  has  given  an  unwavering  and  undiminished  devotion  of  17  years  of  faith- 
jl  service.  He  will  tell  you  through  what  early  trials  this  school  has  had  to  pass;  how  it 
SIS  had  to  struggle  with  sparse  means,  local  disadvantages  and  bitier  prejudice  ;  and  how, 
I  the  midst  of  all,  the  military  institute,  under  the  firm  and  wise  direclinn  of  its  board  of 
isitors,  has  steadily  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  its  way  in  that  path  which  duty  to  the  state, 
l3  an  important  educational  institution,  so  plainly  marked  out  to  it,  until  it  has  reached  the 
roud  distinction  which  it  now  occupies.  I  have  every  confidence  that  the  board  which 
ontrols  it  will  be  equally  zealous  and  no  less  faithful  in  the  discliarge  of  the  trust  now 
sting  upon  them,  and  that  they  will  continue  and  perfect  the  work  which  has  been  so 
yell  commenced  by  their  predecessors — and  in  this  confidence  I  submit  this  report  of  the 
perations  of  the  institution  for  the  year.

Such 
n  advance  appears  to  be  large,  but  the  attention  of  the  superintendent  is  respectfully  called  to  the  neces- 
ity  of  an  increase  sufiicient  at  least  to  meet  the  actual  expenses  of  the  establishment,  and  the  additions 
ow  absolutely  needed  in  the  kitchen  of  the  mess  hall.

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OPINION   OF  JUDGE   THOMPSON 

I  the  Case  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  v.  The  Town  of  Lexington,  S^c. 

I  am  of  opinion,  in  the  first  place,  that  there  is  not  the  least  foundation  for  the  pretensions 
the  defendants  to  claim,  under  the  de«d  of  Andrew  Alexander,  dated  the  8th  January 
}28,  and  recorded  15th  May  1834,  and  evidenced  by  exhibit  A,  more  than  one-half  of  the 
ater  of  the  spring  mentioned  in  that  deed,  and  that  by  the  deed  of  the  said  Alexander  and 
!.  T.  Barclay,  of  the  6th  May  1840,  marked  as  exhibit  B,  Washington  college  and  the 
irginia  military  institute,  or  the  state  in  behalf  of  that  institution,  acquired  an  unques- 
3n°able  right  to  one-fourth  or  one-half  of  the  remaining  half  of  said  spring,  and  of  said 
lexander  T.  Barclay,  the  whole  of  the  smaller  spring  having  its  source  on  the  land  of 
lexander,  and  running  through  the  land  of  Barclay,  leaving  to  Alexander,  or  those  claim- 
!g  under  him,  the  remaining  uugranted  fourth  of  the  first  mentioned  or  larger  spring. 

And  in  the  second  place,  without  deciding,  as  it  is  unnecessary  definitively  to  decide,  I 
icline  strongly  to  the  opinion  that  the  ordinance  of  the  12th  May  1840,  upoa  which  the 
laintifTs  found  their  claim  of  right,  is  not  an  irrevocable  and  binding  contract,  founded 
n  a  sufficient  consideration,  which  can  be  asserted  and  enforced  in  a  court  of  equity  as 
:ich,  but  that  on  the  contrary,  it  is  a  mere  gratuitous  leave,  license  or  permission,  revocable 
y  either  or  both  parties,  after  such  reasonable  notice  of  its  intended  termination  by  the 
arty  wishing  to  terminate,  to  the  other,  as  to  protect  that  other  from  the  irreparable  mis- 
hief  that  might  ensue  to  him  from  a  sudden  termination  of  the  relation,  or  a  termination 
without  notice.  I  say,  it  is  unnecessary  to  decide  which  of  the  two  it  is,  because  whether 
be  ordinance  be  regarded  as  a  contract  or  a  mere  gratuitous  license  or  permission,  it  ex- 
iressly  reserves  to  the  aiuhorities  of  the  town  the  right  and  power  to  withdraw  the  same 
vhenever  the  privilege  may  be  abused,  until  the  abuse  ceases  to  exist,  and  in  express  terms 
eserves  to  them  the  right  of  judging  of  the  abuse,  and  stopping  the  water  any  where 
vithin  the  jurisdiction  of  the  town.  And  even  if  it  were  conceded  that  the  ordinance  is  a 
contract,  and  that  the  right  to  judge  of  the  abuse  on  the  part  of  the  town  authorities  was 
lot  absolute  and  despotic,  and  might  be  rejudged  by  the  courts  of  law  or  equity  in  the 
.vent  of  the  wanton  abuse  of  the  power,  notwithstanding  the  broad  and  unqualified  terms 
)f  the  reservation  of  the  power  to  judge,  it  must  be  admitted  that  it  would  be  a  very  deU- 
iate  and  inconvenient  jurisdiction  for  the  courts  to  exercise,  and  by  no  means  legitimate, 
n  case  of  a  fair  and  bona  fide  exercise  of  the  power  and  the  right.  In  my  opinion,  if  it 
vere  a  contract  and  not  a  mere  license,  it  vrould  present  a  case  proper  for  a  rescission  of 
he  contract  and  dissolution  of  the  connection,  rather  than  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  court 
ko  rejudge  the  judgment  of  the  town  authorities,  whenever  and  however  exercised,  upon 
the  allegation  that  they  had  wantonly  abused  their  power  of  judging.  I  would  liken  it 
(and  itleems  to  me  to  be  a  very  apt  analogy)  to  the  contract  of  partnership  which  it  is 
competent  and  the  duty  of  the  court  of  equity  to  dissolve  in  case  of  irreconcilable  dissen- 
sions and  differences  between  the  parties,  as  in  this  case.  If  the  court  would  thus  deal 
with  it,  if.  it  were  a  right  based  upon  contract,  a  fortion,  will  it  revoke  the  privilege,  and 
«ever  the  connection  based  upon  mere  gratuitous  leave  or  license,  subject,  in  the  express 
terms  of  the  reservation,  to  be  withdrawn  in  case  of  abuse,  and  that  abuse  to  be  judged  of 
and  determioed  by  the  grantors  of  the  privilege. 

It  would  ia  my  judgment,  have  been  a  very  improvident  act  on  the  part  of  the  trustees 
of  the  town  to  have  divested  themselves  of  the  paramount  power,  authority  and  control 
over  their  water  works ;  and  it  was  a  prudent  and  wise  precaution  on  their  part  to  reserve 
'0  themselves  the  absolute  power  over  abuses,  which  they  did  in  their  ordinance,  whether 
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they  regarded  themselves  as  contracting  or  merely  granting  a  gratuitous  privilege.  Ar 
although  it  may  have  been  and  doubtless  was  otherwise  understood  by  the  institutions,  it 
doubtful,  to  say  the  least,  whether  it  is  fairly  susceptible  of  a  construction  that  would  gi\ 
to  the  institutions  any  more  right  and  power  to  question  or  controvert  the  paramount  powt 
of  the  two  authorities  to  adopt  measures  for  the  equal  and  just  distribution  of  the  watt  i 
among  the  citizens,  and  for  guarding  against  abuses  tending  to  produce  inequality,  than  ac  (j 
other  citizen  of  the  town. 

I  am  further  of  opinion,  that  the  permission  given  by  the  authorities  of  the  town  to  th 
institute  and  college  to  convey  their  share  of  the  water  through  the  town  pipes,  upon  th 
terms  and  conditions  contained  in  the  ordinance  of  the  12th  May  1840,  evidenced  by  exhib 
D,  was  eminently  judicious,  and  well  calculated  to  promote  the  mutual  benefit  and  advai 
tage  of  both  the  town  and  the,  institutions,  if  it  could  have  been  carried  out  in  a  spirit  c 
amity,  mutual  forbearance,  concession  and  compromise  on  both  sides,  rather  than  its  oppc 
site,  the  hotspur  disposition  to  stickle  for  the  summum  jus.  I  therefore  the  more  regret 
that  instead  of  an  amicable  adjustment  of  their  differences  about  their  respective  rights  an. 
privileges  under  the  arrangement,  an  irreconcilable  conflict  of  opinion  has  arisen,  conti 
nues,  and  is  so  incapable  of  amicable  adjustment  by  the  parties,  as  to  leave  the  court  n. 
other  alternative  but  to  revoke  the  license  granted,  sever  the  connection,  and  place  th 
parties  in  statu,  quo  as  they  stood  before  the  union. 

The  result  of  my  opinion,  then,  however  much  to  be  regretted,  and  however  disastrou 
:he  consequences  to  the  parties,  since  it  is  of  their  own  seeking,  and  the  only  alternativ 
left  by  which  to  terminate  their  irreconcilable  dissensions,  is  a  revocation  of  the  privilege 
whether  based  upon  license  or  contract,  a  severance  of  the  connection,  a  dissolution  of  thi 
injunction,  and  a  dismission  of  the  bill.  But  all  these  must  be  prospective  in  their  opera 
tion,  to  give  the  institutions  a  reasonable  time  to  provide  for  the  altered  state  of  their  rela 
tions,  either  to  determine  whether  they  will  elect  to  submit  to  continue  the  connection,  am 
to  take  their  water,  subject  to  the  same  contract,  and  upon  the  same  terms  and  condition! 
as  and  in  common  with  the  other  citizens  of  the  town;  or  if  they  elect  not  so  to  submit,  tc 
provide  other  and  independent  means  and  facilities  for  conveying  the  water  to  their  pre 
mises.  Until  that  time  arrives,  the  injunction  must  remain  in  full  force  as  originallj 
granted— and  the  trustees  of  the  town  must  restore  the  water  pipes,  elevated,  if  not  in  e 
direct  violation  in  intent  though  I  hope  unintentional  evasion  of  the  injunction,  to  the  pre- 
cise position  they  occupied  when  the  injunction  was  granted. 

Having  rejected  the  motion  to  dissolve  on  the  24th  April  1855,  I  have  deemed  it  unne- 
cessary to  look  again  into  the  conflicting  evidence  jiro  et  con,  taken,  up  to  that  time,  upon 
the  question  of  the  abuse  of  privilege  by  the  military  institute,  to  decide  whether  or  not 
the  town  authorities  were  justified  in  the  exercise  of  their  reserved  right  to  stop  the  water, 
which  led  to  the  injunction. ,  The  evidence  taken  since  proves  no  abuse  of  privilege  since 
the  granting  of  the  injunction,  but  rather  a  cautious  abstinence  from  abuse. 

Although  the  foregoing  opinion  would  seem  to  justify  and  require  an  immediate  and 
unconditional  dissolution  of  the  injunction,  and  dismission  of  the  bill,  yet  as  it  is  a  case  of 
a  doubtful  construction,  and  honest  difference  of  opinion  on  both  sides,  and  one  requirinc 
great  caution  and  circumspection  on  the  part  of  the  court  in  dealing  with  it,  lest  serious 
injury  or  irreparable  injury  accrue  to  one  party  or  the  other,  I  have  deemed  it  proper,  out 
of  abundant  caution  and  care,  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  plaintiff,  to  retain  the 
original  injunction  until  the  prescribed  period  arrives  for  the  revocation  of  the  license  and 
severance  of  the  connection,  and  out  of  like  care  and  caution,  for  the  preservation  of  the 
rights  of  the  other  party,  to  reserve  to  the  defendants  to  renew,,  at  any  time  before  the' 
arrival  of  that  period,  either  in  vacation,  after  due  notice,  or  in  term  time,  for  a  dissolution 
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the  injunction,  or  rather  for  a  discharge  of  the  order  suspending  the  dissolution,  in  the 
nt  of  any  future  abuse  of  their  privilege  by  the  plaintiffs,  sustained  by  sufRcient  proof 
3uch  abuse.  And  as  it  is  a  case  of  novel  character  and  doubtful  construction,  and  one 
senting  ground  for  honest  and  bona  fide  difference  of  opinion,  and  one  requiring  the 
of  the  court  in  the  construction  of  the  ordinance,  and  (whether  it  be  leave, and  license 
y  or  contract)  requiring  the  interposition  of  the  court  to  prescribe  the  reasonable  pre- 
uisite  notice  for  its  revocation  or  rescission,  the  court  will  for  the  present  forbear  to 
;ree  costs  in  favor  of  or  against  either  party,  leaving  each  to  bear  and  pay  his  own  costs. 
t  should  the  Utigation  be  renewed  before  the  termination  of  the  suspending  order,  by 
f  violation  or  evasion  of  the  injunction  on  the  part  of  the  defendants,  rendering  a  re- 
t  to  an  attachment  necessary  for  that  cause  against  them,  or  by  an  abuse  of  privilege, 
defined  by  the  original  injunction  and  the  order  refusing  to  dissolve  on  the  part  of  the 
intiffs,  rendering  a  motion  necessary  in  term  time  or  vacation,  to  dissolve  the  injunc- 
n,  or  which  is  the  same  thing,  a  motion  to  discharge  the  order  suspending  the  order  of 
solution,  the  court  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  which  it  \\\\\  not  fail  to  exercise,  of  de- 
ieing  against  the  offending  in  favor  of  the  successful  party,  in  such  new  litigation,  th& 
lole  costs  of  the  suit.
